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To  The  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the 
Langport  Rural  District  Council 


Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  196  7,  This  is  the 
twentieth  Annual  Report  I  have  prepared  for  the  Council. 

There  was  a  moderate  outbreak  of  measles  during  the  year. 
Little  other  infectious  disease  occurred. 

I  mentioned  last  year  the  Council*  s  intention  to  deal 
with  the  sewerage  of  the  whole  district  and  this  year  I  can 
report  that  work  has  commenced  on  the  first  stage  at  Fivehead. 

A  change  in  public  opinion  and  the  Government  attitude  to 
gypsies  has  posed  a  problem  of  the  provision  of  permanent 
licensed  sites  for  them.  Although  not  numerous  in  our  district 
two  or  three  small  sites  will  be  necessary.

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SECTION  A 


Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area 

Population  The  Registrar  General  gives  the  estimated  mid-year 
population  for  1967  as  13,900.  The  population  density  is  0.24  per 
acre.  The  product  of  a  penny  rate  is  £1,450  and  the  rateable  value 
is  £373  ,402.  All  these  figures  show  an  increase  on  the  previous 
year. 

Birth  Rate  The  corrected  Birth  Rate  for  1967  was  14.96  as 
compared  with  the  national  average  of  17.2  per  thousand  population. 
There  were  twenty-two  illegitimate  births  which  means  that  one  in 
every  ten  children  born  in  the  Rural  District  during  1967  has  no 
legal  father. 

Death  Rate  The  corrected  Death  Rate  for  the  year  was  11.6 
compared  with  the  national  figure  of  11.2  per  thousand  population. 
The  detailed  causes  of  death  are  given  in  Appendix  A,  Table  3  and 
reference  to  this  table  shows  that  heart  disease  once  again  tops 
the  list  of  causes  of  death,  being  responsible  for  eighty-one. 

The  tremendous  amount  of  research  into  heart  disease  is  evidenced 
by  the  spate  of  heart  transplant  operations  which  followed  the 
original  one  carried  out  in  South  Africa.  If  there  is  any  truth 
in  the  saying  that  "Life  Begins  at  Forty"  one  can  only  expect  a 
very  short  fling  because  reference  to  our  table  shows  that  deaths 
from  all  causes  start  to  rise  gradually  in  the  35-45  year  age 
group  and  then  go  up  sharply  in  the  45  -  55  year  group  and  do  not 
fall  off.  It  is  obvious  that  when  we  reach  middle  age  we  should 
reassess  our  mode  of  life.  Our  decreasing  activity  allows  a 
decrease  in  the  food  intake.  We  should  attempt  to  continue  the 
good  habits  of  youth,  for  example  regular  exercise,  and  discontinue 
the  bad  ones  since  acquired  such  as  excessive  smoking  and  drinking. 

In  an  effort  to  reduce  the  number  of  lives  lost  due  to  motor 
accidents,  the  Minister  of  Transport  introduced  legislation  in 
October  to  control  the  amount  of  alcohol  a  driver  is  permitted  to 
consume. 
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So  far  the  figures  seen  to  show  that  the  Act  is  having  the  desired 
effect.  Another  contributory  factor  to  the  motor  accidents  which 
does  not  seen  to  be  considered  seriously  enough  is  eyesight.  It 
seems  now  that  driving  licences  are  issued  for  a  three-year  period 
that  the  application  should  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate 
showing  that  the  applicant  can,  in  fact,  see  the  statutory  distance. 
There  are  a  large  number  of  drivers  on  our  roads  today  who  are 
unable  to  see  sufficiently  clearly  for  safe  driving.  In  addition 
persons  who  have  perfectly  normal  visual  acuity  may  have  very  poor 
night  vision  and  they  should  be  aware  of  this  fact.  They  should 
also  be  aware  if  they  have  a  defect  of  colour  vision.  The  motor 
car  has  brought  great  benefit  to  man  but,  at  the  same  time,  has 
changed  the  pattern  of  his  life  considerably.  Now  we  tend  to  use 
our  cars  for  every  journey  no  matter  how  short,  frequently  moving 
from  shop  to  shop  rather  than  walk.  This  increasing  lack  of 
exercise  undoubtedly  has  an  adverse  effect  on  health. 

Maternal  Mortality  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1967, 

St illbirt hs  Two  stillbirths  occurred  during  the  year,  giving 
a  rate  of  9.6  per  thousand  total  live  births. 

Infant  Mortality  One  infant  died,  due  to  prematurity,  in 

1967. 

Social  Habits  The  difficult  conditions  obtaining  in  the 
second  half  of  1966  continued  into  the  New  Year  and  the  measures 
taken  to  improve  the  economy  began  to  bite.  Despite  the  wage 
freeze  the  cost  of  living  continued  to  rise. 
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SECTION  B 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area 

The  Somerset  County  Council  are  the  local  health  authority 
and  provide  and  administer  the  general  health  services  in  the 
Rural  District. 

Last  year  I  reported  that  an  additional  session  was  held 
at  the  Curry  Rivel  child  welfare  clinic  but  during  1967  the 
numbers  attending  declined  and  the  clinic  reverted  to  one  session 
per  month.  The  weighing  clinic  at  Isle  Brewers  continued  with 
Miss  Milnes  attending.  Details  of  attendances  at  C.W.  Clinics 
are  shown  in  Appendix  B,  Table  1, 

I  reported  last  year  that  Dr.  Evans  a  school  medical  officer 
for  the  eastern  area  of  the  District,  retired.  He  was  not 
replaced  and  his  school  inspection  work  was  shared  between  the 
County  Council  staff.  I  inherited  High  Ham  and  Kingsdon  and 
details  of  my  inspections  there  and  in  the  other  schools  I 
visited  in  our  area  are  given  in  Appendix  B,  Table  2. 

There  appears  to  be  an  increasing  demand  for  play  groups 
and  before  they  can  be  established  they  have  to  register  under 
the  Nurseries  and  Child -flinders  Regulations  Act,  1948.  I  inspect 
the  premises  and  check  that  the  facilities  are  satisfactory  and 
that  certain  safety  precautions  are  undertaken.  When  the  form¬ 
alities  are  completed  a  certificate  is  issued  to  the  applicant 
and  the  group  commences  with  the  permitted  number  of  children. 
Frequently  the  applicant  is  a  mother  with  one  or  two  pre-school 
children  and  directly  her  child  reaches  school  age  she  ceases  to 
be  interested  in  the  project  and  it  transfers  to  another  house. 

The  cost  of  inspecting  and  reporting  on  these  various  premises 
is  quite  out  of  proportion  to  the  Registration  fee  which  I  consider 
should  be  revised. 
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SECTION  C 


Prevention  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases  and  Other  Diseases 

Details  of  infectious  diseases  notified  to  me  during  1967  are 
shown  in  Appendix  C,  Table  1. 

There  were  a  fairly  large  number  of  cases  of  measles  and  some 
modified  whooping  cough,  mainly  in  the  Somerton  area.  One  case  of 
tuberculosis  was  notified. 

Routine  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and 
tetanus  using  Trivax  vaccine  continued  in  the  clinics  and  by 
general  practitioners.  Oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  was  administered 
at  the  same  time  or  as  a  separate  course.  Vaccination  against 
smallpox  continued.  Details  of  these  procedures  are  not  available 
this  year. 

The  County  Council  Health  Department  are  anxious  to  administer 
all  immunisations  with  the  help  of  a  com  put  or  now  installed  in 
County  Hall  and  at  the  end  of  1967  the  gradual  changeover  process 
was  taking  place.  When  this  has  been  completed  no  doubt  detailed 
figures  will  be  readily  available. 

I  carried  out  my  B.C.G.  vaccination  programme  against  tuber¬ 
culosis  in  the  spring.  Children  born  in  1954  were  those  offered 
vaccination.  At  the  Huish  Episcopi  Secondary  Modern  School  I 
vaccinated  104  children  and  five  were  found  to  be  positive  to  the 
skin  test  and  these  were  referred  to  the  chest  physician  for 
inve  st  igat  ion. 

Arrangements  for  the  examination  of  cervical  smears  for  early 
detection  of  cancer  of  the  cervix  came  into  operation  in  early 
1967.  All  general  practitioners  were  asked  to  undertake  this  work 
but  where  they  indicated  they  did  not  wish  to  do  so  the  County 
Council  made  alternative  arrangements. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Service  visited  Langport  and  Somerton. 
Details  of  their  visits  are  shown  in  Appendix  C,  Table  2.  No 
cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  detected.  I  am  pleased  to 
say  that  the  number  attending  at  each  centre  increased  on  the 
previous  visit. 
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Daring  the  year  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  notified  me  of  a  number 
of  cases  of  Salmonella  infection  occurring  in  farm  animals  and  in 
each  case  the  farms  were  visited,  the  farmers  warned  of  the 
possible  dangers  of  human  infection  and  enquiry  was  made  as  to 
whether  any  of  the  farm  staff  had  been  suffering  from  syptoms  of 
Salmonella  poisoning. 
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SECTION  D 


Environmental  Health  Services 

A.  Sanitary  Circumstances 

Climatic  Conditions  1967  was  an  average  year  with  no 
particularly  severe  weather. 

Water  Supply  The  water  supply  from  the  Wessex  Water  Board 
was  generally  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  with  the 
exception  of  the  higher  parts  of  Curry  Rivel  where  difficulties 
are  regularly  experienced.  These  will  be  eliminated  by  the 
laying  of  a  new  mains  when  the  economic  situation  allows. 

I  received  reports  from  their  laboratory  on  62  samples  taken 
in  the  district  and  all  were  satisfactory.  Three  physical  and 
chemical  analyses  were  carried  out  on  the  sources  at  Lytes  Cary, 
Compton  Durville  and  Barrington.  There  was  no  Manganese,  Copper, 
Zinc  or  Lead  but  less  than  0.1  part  per  million  of  Iron  was 
found  in  the  Compton  Durville  supply. 

Our  Health  Department  examined  a  further  thirty  three  samples 
of  water,  twenty-three  of  these  originated  from  the  Wessex  Water 
Board  supplies  and  were  satisfactory.  Of  the  ten  well  waters 
examined  seven  were  unsatisfactory,  two  were  satisfactory  and  one 
was  only  slightly  contaminated.  This  supports  my  assertion  that 
if  all  private  supplies  were  examined  a  fairly  large  number  would 
be  found  to  be  contaminated.  Undoubtedly  a  number  of  people  in 
the  Rural  District  are  drinking  water  which,  from  time  to  time  is 
potentially  dangerous.  If  any  of  these  have  doubts  about  the 
potability  of  their  water  they  should  contact  the  Health  Department 
who  can  arrange  for  their  supply  to  be  sampled. 

So  far  none  of  the  Wessex  Water  Board  supplies  are  fluoridated. 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal  The  Council  maintained  their 
interest  in  the  continuing  problem  of  providing  main  drainage  and 
sewage  disposal  for  the  Rural  District.  At  present  there  are  only 
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four  parishes  with  sewage  disposal  works  and  difficulties  are 
experienced  from  time  to  time  in  each  of  them*  A  Committee  of 
the  Council  visited  the  works  at  Somerton,  Langport  and  Curry 
Rivel  in  August  to  see  the  problem  at  first  hand.  As  a  result 
of  the  visit  it  was  agreed  to  instruct  consulting  engineers  to 
prepare  plans  for  a  combined  scheme  for  the  enlargement  of  the 
Somerton  works  and  the  sewerage  of  the  parishes  of  Kingsdon, 

Charlton  Mackrell  and  Keinton  Mandeville. 

At  the  Langport  works  the  major  difficulty  is  dealing  with 
the  sludge,  particularly  in  wet  weather.  The  dual  difficulty 
of  improving  drying  facilities  and  sludge  removal  was  still 
unresolved.  At  Curry  Rivel  it  was  obvious  to  the  Committee  that 
the  works  were  operating  in  an  overloaded  condition  and  effluent 
samples  are  frequently  unsatisfactory.  In  an  endeavour  to  improve 
the  situation  a  relief  outfall  sewer  was  designed  and  completed 
by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  first  step  in  implementing  the 
comprehensive  scheme  reported  on  last  year  was  taken  when  work 
commenced  at  Fivehead  on  the  construction  of  a  disposal  works.  It 
is  so  designed  that  it  can  be  extended  to  deal  with  sewage  from 
all  the  western  parishes. 

Much  slow  and  patient  work  continued  in  an  endeavour  to  get 
more  properties  connected  with  the  mains  sewer  and  thus  obviate 
pollution  of  the  cross  ditches.  This  work  is  beset  by  many 
physical  and  local  difficulties. 

The  increasing  demands  of  the  Somerset  River  Authority  for 
more  stringent  standards  of  sewage  effluent  inevitably  requires 
more  costly  works  and  a  higher  standard  of  maintenance.  Recruiting 
suitable  staff  for  the  work  is  difficult. 

Refuse  Disposal  All  twenty-five  parishes  are  covered  by 
routine  collection  of  refuse  using  direct  labour.  Three  parishes 
are  visited  weekly  and  twenty-two  parishes  fortnightly.  The  Council 
operate  one  controlled  tip  at  Somerton.  During  winter  satisfactory 
control  is  difficult  due  to  wet  conditions  and  the  fact  that  the 
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Council  have  not  got  a  trained  bulldozer  operator.  An  outside 
contractor  had  to  be  employed  to  improve  conditiors  at  the  tip 
and  the  training  of  a  full-time  operator  was  undertaken. 

Rodent  Control  The  Council  employ  one  whole- time  operator. 
Regular  inspection  is  carried  out  throughout  the  district. 
Treatments  to  private  dwellings  are  made  free  of  charge,  business 
and  agricultural  premises  are  treated  at  cost.  A  contract  scheme 
is  in  operation  for  farm  premises. 

Nu isances  In  a  rural  district  the  type  of  complaint  received 
by  the  Health  Department  varies  considerably  often  depending  on 
the  time  of  year.  A  large  proportion  are  drainage  nuisances  in 
the  villages  and  it  is  hoped  eventually  these  will  be  overcome  by 
the  comprehensive  sewage  scheme  the  Council  have  in  hand.  In 
addition  fly  nuisance  in  the  summer,  smell  from  certain  trade 
activities  and,  of  course,  complaints  about  housing  are  regularly 
received.  Our  inspectors  have  dealt  with  these  complaints  promptly 
and  usually  effect  an  improvement.  However,  those  concerning 
drainage  often  lead  to  protracted  negotiations  and  frequently  the 
efforts  of  the  Councils  officers  are  not  fully  appreciated  by  the 
residents. 

Caravan  Sites  There  is  one  site  registered  for  multiple 
occupation  during  the  summer  months  and  twenty-six  registered 
individual  sites.  In  common  with  other  Rural  District  Councils 
we  had  to  consider  the  gypsy  problem.  There  are  not  a  great 
number  of  gypsies  normally  resident  in  the  Langport  Rural  District 
and  those  who  are  do  not  cause  a  great  deal  of  trouble  to  nearby 
residents.  Some  unfortunate  publicity  given  to  Merrifield  aero¬ 
drome  suggesting  it  was  a  suitable  site  for  the  establishment  of 
gypsies  led  to  an  unusually  large  number  of  them  congregating  on 
the  aerodrome  or  in  the  vicinity  of  Isle  Abbott s  and  Ilton. 
Application  was  made  by  a  neighbouring  authority  to  establish  a 
gypsy  site  in  our  area.  Our  Public  Health  Committee  considered 
this  site  to  be  too  exposed,  too  far  from  a  village  to  help 
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integration  of  the  gypsy  population  and  to  have  a  complete  lack 
of  services  and  a  lack  of  school  and  child  welfare  facilities. 

They  therefore  opposed  the  application  and  were  supported  by  the 
County  Planning  Committee.  In  the  meantime  the  Public  Health 
Committee  actively  sought  for  suitable  small  sites  for  the 
limited  number  of  gypsies  they  have  to  deal  with. 

B.  Factories  Act 

Details  of  inspections  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  are  shown  in  Appendix  D,  Table  1. 

C.  Off  ices 8  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act 

There  are  sixty-seven  premises  registered  under  this  Act 
and  some  inspections  were  carried  out.  As  a  result  informal 
notices  were  sent  concerning  the  lack  of  sufficient  wash  hand 
basins  and  other  minor  items  required  to  comply  with  the 
Regulat  ions. 

D.  Housing 

The  details  given  in  Appendix  D,  Table  2  are  very  full 
indeed  and  obviously  comment  cannot  be  made  on  every  aspect  of 
them.  The  Council  built  twenty-two  houses  during  the  year  and 
eight  were  in  the  course  of  construction  while  private  builders 
completed  110  houses  and  a  further  127  were  in  course  of  erection. 
Nevertheless,  there  are  a  large  number  (214)  of  applicants 
although  showing  a  slight  decrease  on  last  year's  figure.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  private  enterprise  builders  will  provide  part  of 
the  answer  to  this  problem  because  the  Council's  forecast  for  new 
houses  in  the  period  196  8  -  71  is  a  total  of  twenty- six  and  is 
not  likely  to  make  a  great  deal  of  impression  on  the  number  of 
applicants. 

E.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

Milk  At  present  there  are  twelve  registered  distributors  and 
five  registered  dairy  premises  in  the  Rural  District.  All  milk 
sampling  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Health  Department. 
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Apart  from  the  keeping  quality  of  the  milk  samples  are  examined 
for  the  presence  of  brucella  abortus.  In  my  last  report  one 
Heat  Treatment  Notice  was  outstanding  on  a  farm  and  it  was 
finally  removed  in  May,  1967  when  a  satisfactory  series  of 
samples  showed  that  the  danger  of  infection  was  past. 

Ice  Cream  There  are  seventy-seven  premises  registered 
for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream.  Only  four  samples  were 
taken  in  the  twelve  months  under  review  and  three  of  these 
were  in  Grade  1  and  one  in  Grade  2. 

Meat  One  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection  was  maintained 
at  the  five  private  licensed  slaughter  houses  during  1967. 

Some  informal  action  was  necessary  concerning  the  poor 
standard  of  cleanliness  in  lairage.  Attention  was  paid  to 
the  transport  of  animals  arriving  at  the  slaughter  houses  who 
form  a  potential  source  of  contamination  of  dressed  carcases. 
Details  of  the  inspections  carried  out  can  be  found  in  Appendix 
D,  Table  3. 

There  are  three  poultry  processing  and  packing  establishments 
in  the  district  with  a  weekly  kill  of  approximately  2,120.  No 
routine  examination  of  the  poultry  killed  was  carried  out. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations  There  are  seventy-four  premises 
subject  to  the  above  Regulations  in  the  District.  Seventy-four 
are  fitted  to  comply  with  Regulation  16  and  forty-four  with 
Regulation  19.  Two  informal  notices  were  served,  mainly  con¬ 
cerned  with  cleanliness  of  premises. 

F.  Animal  Boarding  Establishments 

There  are  two  premises  registered  under  this  Act.  Both 
comply  with  the  Regulations  and  were  inspected  at  intervals.
